Tue Secretary of the Navy has dstailed Lieut. 
McCarthy Little, U. 8. N., retired, to take charge of 
the construction of the caravel which is to be built 
for the World’s Fair in exact fac-simile of that in 
which (olumbus sailed from Palos for the new 
world 400 years ago. This caravel is to be equipped 
exactly as it was in the time of Columbus, and man- 
ned by sailors in the costume of thatage. It willbe 
constructed in the East, and then towed to Chicago 
through the St. Lawrence and Welland Canal. for 
the opening of the exhibition at (hicago. Lieut. 
Little is also to take charge o/ the collection of 
meps, charts, globes, nautical and astronomical ina- 
struments, and a general collection showing the 
condition of geographical science and the science of 
navigation at the time of the discovery. 


THe drafting corns in the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair, Navy Department, is being rapidly de- 
pleted of its experienced men, owing, it is said, to 
the fact'tbat the salaries paid are incommensurate 
witb the services rendered. This statement seems 
plausible when it is considered that 12 draftsmen 
have resigned within the past two vears to accept 
positions with private firms at double, and in sev- 
eral cases treble, the amount of salary paid by the 
Navy Department. The last resignation tendered is 
that of Leading Draftsman Frank W. Grogan, who 
leaves to accept the position of assistant manager 
and architect of the naval exhibit of the World's 
Fair. Having had complete charge of the designing 
and preparation of drawings of the three battle 
ships—Massachusetts, Indiana and Oregon—his ser- 
vices were considered by Capt, Richard W. Meade, 
U. S.N., manager of the World's Fair Naval Ex- 
bibit, as indispensable to the successful execution of 
his novel conception of a battle ship for a naval! ex- 
hibition building, and Mr. Grogan has consequently 
been appointed architect as well as assistant man- 
ager. 


Over half a century ago Admiral William de 
Roban, who died receutiy. quarrelled with his 
brother, the late Admiral Dahlgren, knocked him 
down, and was ined $100in a police court. As the 
result of this he refused longer to bear his brother's 
pame and took that of bis mother’stamily. He 
refused to serve in the American Navy during our 
civil war, lest he should be brought under his 
brother's orders. He served in the Turkish navy as 
captain, and with Garibaldi for the liberation of Lt- 
aly, commanding the marine division at the sieve of 
Rome. He advanced a iarge amount of money for 
the house of Savoy, nearly $250 000,and was pever 
repaid. He tried to collect this through the State 
Department, and, says the Washington Post, which 
tells the story of bie life,in the belief that some- 
thing would at least be accomplished, De Reban 
went abroad again and for several years tried to 
work some mines he owned in Sardinia or Sicily, 
but he lacked capital for the work and returned 
home about four years ago to find his case s!um ber- 
ing as neglectedly as though no one in the State 
Department bad ever heard of it. He was thor- 
oughly disheartened, and for the first time io his 
life his high courage failed before his misfortunes, 
and bis health gave way. He was then nearly 70 
years of age, and when a stroke of paralysis fol- 
iowed he failed rapidly. He resided with the widow 
of Admirai Dablgren for several years, here and at 
ber mountain summer home, but finally went to 
the hospital, where be died, aged 72.” 








THE HISTORY OF ABRAHAM LI 


Tue ten bandsome octaro volumes published by 
the Century Company. New York, entitled ‘Abra- 
ham Lincoln—A History; by John G. Nicolay and 
Jonn Hay,” are the despair of a critic who has any 
less space than a quarterly review in which to con- 
sider them. 

This work is, as its title indicatee, a history of that 
great era wherein was accomplished tbe final task 
of transforming the partially united States into a 
consolidated nationality. it makes clearer than 
ever before the fact that Lincoln was the providen- 
tial man of that era, and it tells the marvellous 
story of the development of the great soul, hidden 
in the uncouth form transmitted to the son of the 
easy going and unambitious yy ! cat penter. 
Thomas Lincoln. It shows bow the ignorant and 
awkward farm band, more fond of bis dinner and 
his pay than of bis work, grew by some marvellous 
process of evolution into the master of political sci- 
ence, and the provincial lawyer, without experi- 
enceinarms beyond a brief service in the Black 
Hawk war, into the ablest strategist our 
flict produced. How this later proposition would 
bave 1m scouted a quarter of a century ago, all 
know; bow clearly it is demonstrated by thestudy of 
Lincoln's relations to the war, Gen. Wilson has shown 
in an article in the N. Y. Sun. Just io proportion as 
Lincoln was able to assert himself as the actual, as 
well as the Constitutional Commander-in-Chief, our 
military affairs assumed form and consistency, and 
success shaped itself out of the chaos of contendin 
projects and opinions. The story of his modest self. 
ebnegation and his patient endurance of the con- 
ceited arrogance of some of his military subordi- 
nates, is aninetructive one.

Dix, of New York, as com- 
miseary general of ordnance.

THE fleet leit Tampa Bayon April2 and laya 
course for Havana. During the run to Rebecca 
Shoals aseries of tactical evolutions were carried 
out by the five vessels of the squadron. As pre- 
dicted, on arriving off Rebecca Saoals the Atlanta 
was detached by signal aud ordered to Key West, 
the Boston being retained in the fi-et uutil late on 
the evening of April 3. The Atlantaarrived at Key 
West about7 Pp. m on April3and the Boston early 
the next morniog. Both vessels coaled as soon as 
possible and bauled oucin thestream. Tbe Uhicago 
and Dolphin 1an down to Havana, arriving there on 
April4. I'ne Dolphin was detacbed from the squad- 
ron at Havana apd ordered to Norfolk, Va., for re- 
pairs and aiterations. The fleet was again assem- 
bled on April 6 by the arrival of the Chicago from 
Havana. 

Time has been very pleasantly spent here, many 
of the officers taking advantage of the ———_ 
grounds of Fort Taylor to piay tennis during the 
cool of the evenings. 

A smal! and informal hop was given by the young 
gentlemen of this place on Toursday last, many of 
the officers of the fleet being present. 

The arrival of the Kearsargeon April 14 added 
greatly to the fleet in tne harbor. 

Capt. Wiltse, of the Boston, experienced a slight 
attack of paralysis of the right side while on the 
bridge of that vessel taking her alongside the coal 
wharf on Monday, April 13. Heis much better at 
present writing and, it is hoped, will soon fully re- 
cover. 

Orders were received on Monday to coal the 
squadron and prepare for sea as soon as possibles 
Many and wild were the surmises and conjecture, 
as to the final destination of the fleet, but in spite 
of the anxiety and curiority of all, they were 
doomed to remain on the anxious seat for a time at 
least, as all preparations were made and the fleet 
put to sea without anyone but the admiral and staff 
captain knowing of the destination of the fleet. 

The Chicago, Boston and Yorktown left at day- 
light, toilowed by the Atlanta avout 4 P. M. April 15. 
Their destination is still a secret to those of the fleet 
as well as the sbore authorities. 

It is expected that the squadron will rendezvous

G. O. 40, H. Q. A., April 16, 1891. 


By direction of the Secretary of War paragraphs 
: 298, and 344 of the Regulations are amended 
to read as follows: 


280. Commanding officers of posts aud companies will 
convene councils of administration on the last day of each 
quarter and at such otber times as they may deem it neces- 
sary. The post council will consist of the three officers on 
duty at the post next 10 rank to its comman‘er. If there are 
not three officers on duty at a post, junior in rank to the 
commanding officer, the council sball consist of the number 
so present; if only the commanding officer is present, he 
himself shall act. The compaoy council will consist of all 
the officers present for duty with the company, and the 
mess council of the commauders of the several companies 
perticipating in the general mess. 

295. At posts where icesh vegetables in adequate quan- 
tities can be readily obtained, a loaf of bread weighing 
eighteen ounces will generally be a sufficient allowance per 
muon; but the weight of it may be increased, within the 
limit of the flour ration, at the discretion of the command- 
log officer, upon the recommendation ot the post council of 
administration. The saving on the flour ration, ordinarily 
thirty-three per cent., will be disposed of by the post treas- 
urer for the benefit of the troops. Bread may be baked 
from it for sale to civilian employees and others, and to 
canteens, and the residue will be sold. The proceeds ot such 
sale, after deducting the expenses of tbe bakery, shall, at 
the end of every quarter, be divided by the post council of 
admioistration awong tbe companies and detachments of 
the garrison in proportion to the number of flour rations 
turned into the bakery by each. 

298. The sums received, transferred, and expended by the 

treasu:er, and the balance on band, will be reported, 
atter the quarterly session of the council of administration, 
to the Department commander, through the commanding 
officer of the post. 

344. Whenever notice is received that the entire garrison 
of tbe post is to be withdrawn, the canteen stock will be re- 
duced to-the lowest possible extent. Prior to the departure 
of the troops the property of tbe canteen will be soid and 
proceeds equitably distributed, under the direction of the 
canteen council, among the funds of the several companies. 
The officer in charge of the canteen shall make a special re- 
port, through the commanding officer, to the Department 
commander of any moneys he may at any time receive from 
or pay into the several company tunds.

THE annual meeting of the Army Mutual Aid As- 
sociation was held in the office of General Schofield, 
April 21st, a large number of the Washington mem- 
bers being present. 

The vote on the amendment to the constitution 
authorizing the return to members of unused assess- 
ments, was announced, and showed its adoption by 
an overwhelming majority. The election of officers 
was postponed until a committee, consisting of Col. 
Breck, A. A. G., Major Gillis, Qmr.. and Lt. Cowles, 
23d Inf., meet and agree upon the nominations. The 
executive committee report twenty deaths in an 
average strength of 1,037 members, equivalent to a 
death rate of 19.29 per 1,000—the highest rate for- 
merly reported baving been 17.99. There were two 
resignations and three lapses, asmalier number than 
has been recorded in any year during the past ten 
years; 38 new members have been added, a net gain 
of 13 members, or in all 1,047. Of the 38 new mem- 
bers 17 are under 30 years of age. 

The benefits paid on the occurrence of the twenty 
deaths were covered by the withdrawal and ase of 
14 of these assessments. At the close of the year 
there wasin the benefit surplus fund enough to 
have met a 2ist death without using up the fifteenth 
assessment. 

The committee say: ‘‘The history of our assooia- 
tion is one of progress from the day in 1880 when 
$1,478.20 was paid to the widow on the occurrence of 
our first death, which was the only one for that 
year, and when we had no bonds laid away asa re- 
serve for an emergency, to the present year, when 
we have paid 862,639.18 on account of twenty death 
and havea reserve on hand of $106.852.14 to mee 
the emergencies of war or epidemic disease. This 
reserve has been accumulated in the face of this 
fact, that during the twelve years—1879-'91—of the 
existence of the Association we have been promptly 
on hand with the promised relief in 123 cases. e 
bave contributed $336,710 for the removal of finan- 
cial anxieties from those wretched periods that are 
burdened enough with their sorrow or despair in 
the households of our dead comrades and friends."’

QUARTERMASTER-GENERAL R, N. BATCHELDER, 
U. 8. A., in a circular to superintendents of national 
cemeteries, referring to the decoration of soldiers, 
graves on Memorial Day directs that where G. A. R. 
posts or other organizations neglect or omit 
to seasonably provide for the decoration of the 
graves, the superintendents shall see that these 
graves are appropriately decorated, and shall 
assume charge of the decoration ceremonies upon 
the day designated for such observance, and shall 
confer with and invite comrades and religious com- 
rades and religious societies and other organizations 
in the vicinity to participate in the ceremonies. 








AN umbrella is not supposed to be an Army ap- 
pendage and we remember how unhappy General 
Sherman once made a venerable Secretary of War 
by insisting upon trotting him around in the rain 
witbout one, on the plea that military usage required 
it. But if there be a stray umbrella in the military 
service that has seen its best days—even a superan- 
nuated parasol—it can be turned into a thing of 
beauty by following a plan suggested by Harper's 
Young People. Strip it to its ribs, paint the frame 
and handle brown, put it in the ground and then 
plant near it cypress-vine maurandia, sweet. brier, 
or anything that is not of too aspiring a nature and 
let it climb over the ribs. These transform it intoa 
lovely green bower studded with blossoms cf red or 
purple or white—or all three together if the vines 
are mixed. 
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CHANOES FOR ARMY AND NAVY APPOINT- 
MENTS. 

ALTHOUGH the vacancies in the grade of second 
lieutenant in the Army will be largely in excess of 
the number of graduates this year, there will, 
doubtless, be a number of cadets assigned as ad- 
ditionals to the Engineer Corps and artillery arm. 
There are no vacancies in either of these branches, 
and it will be a year or more before the present 
four additionals in the Engineer Corps receive com- 
missions as full second lieutenants. The graduating 
class comprises 65 members. There are already 83 
vacancies in the line, 22 in the cavalry and 61 in 
the Infantry. There are 19 vacancies on the 
limited retired list, and the majority of those will 
be filled by the retirement of line officers. The 
retirement of Colonel Dodge and the appointment 
of an assistant-quartermaster will add two more to 
the list of vacant second lieutenancies. This pro- 
mises at least 100 vacancies in the grade of second 

ieutenant before July 1, an excess of 85 over the 
graduating class. 

The outlook is favorable to the appointment of a 
larger number from the ranks than usual, the num- 
ber of candidates examined is in excess of former 
years, and the percentage of those passing is re- 
ported to be larger than before. 

The prospect for naval appointments is also bril- 
liant. The vacancies in the lower grades of the Navy 
will be more numerous than for some years past, yet 
the outlook for all the members of the graduating 
class obtaining commissions is rather dubious. Ap- 
parently there will be about 25 vacancies by July 1. 
The graduating class comprises 34; three of these— 
Cadets Hobson, Rock and Ruhm—will go into the 
Construction Corps, leaving 31 members to be pro- 
vided for. There are now 14 vacancies in the 
line, three in the Engineer Corps, and five in the 
Marine Corps. One more will certainly be added 
to the line by the retirement of Rear Admiral 
Braine, and another is probable by the retirement 
of Rear Admiral Harmony. The resignation of 
Lieut. Stayton on June 30, insures another vacancy 
in the Marine Corps, thus practically assuring the 
appoiatment of 25 of the 31 graduates. 


BRIGADIER GENERAL A. V. KAUTZ. 


WE congratulate the Army upon the app oint- 
ment to the Brigadier Generalship, made vacant by 
the retirement of John Gibbon, of that noble vet- 
eran Augustus Valentine Kautz. Oonsidering that 
he ought to have been appointed long ago, it is 
well that he should be appointed now. As a sol- 
dier of the Rebellion, as an officer in command of 
troops in Indian service, as a regimental com- 
mander, as an administrator of Army posts and 
department, General Kautz has shown himself to 
be an able and a faithful soldier, and a man who 
commands the respect and confidence of all. It is 
only because our little Army is rich in such men 
that he has failed to receive before the honors he so 
well deserves. 

In any other country such service as his would 
have been accorded a recognition which our mili- 
tary methods do not provide for. He was a captain 
in the 6th Cavalry when the Civil War broke out ; 
at its end he bore the title of Bvt. Major General, 
U. 8. A., granted for ‘‘ gallant and meritorious 
service in the field during the rebellion.” He had 
served meanwhile as a Colonel of a Ohio cavalry 
regiment; as Chief of Oavalry to the 23d Army 
Corps; in command of Cavalry Division; as a 
Brigadier and Bvt. Major General of U. 8. Volun- 
teers—receiving in all six brevets for gallant serv- 
ice in the field. Even before his admission to the 
Military Academy in 1848, he had served in Mex- 
ico as a private of the ist Ohio Volunteers. He is 
a soldier every inch of him, tried and true. May 
the Republic never want for such men ! 

The appointment of General Kautz has been es- 
pecially well received at Washington, where he and 
Mrs. Kautz bave made many friends duriog their 
winter’s sojourn, and it will be generally aceepted 
as a just reward for long and meritorious service. 
Aside from his splendid military record, General 
Kautz had many strong friends interested in his 
promotion, including, it is reported, every member 
of Mr. Harrison’s cabinet. 

No decision has yet been reached in regard to 
Gen. Kautz’s assignment to a command. In view 
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of his early retirement, Jan. 5th next, it is alto- 
gether possible that he will not be given a com- 
mand at all, and that he will continue as President 
6f the Small Arms Board, which has really just 
begun its work, until his retirement. This isa 
matter for Secretary Proctor to determine upon his 
return to Washington. The friends of Gen. Kautz 
on the Pacific coast would be glad to see him re- 
turned to the command of the Department of 
Columbia, where he rendered such valuable service 
with Gens. Sheridan and Crook in suppressing In 
dian troubles some years ago. The Department of 
Dakota is also vacant, but as the affairs of this 
department can be conducted as well by Gen. Miles 
as the Columbia can by Gea. Ruger, the friends of 
Gen. Kautz will urge that he be given the latter 
command, even if only for a few months.

8. N. Though Commander Coghlan’s candor got 
him into difficulty, what he said was not less to be 
considered, and the Navy owe him thanks for his 
outspoken criticism. It is to be hoped that the 
reform in our Navy-yards will lead to a change in 
the character of the work obtained there. Care- 
lessness on the part of a naval constructor, and 
negligence by his subordinates, seem to us much 
less venial faults than the criticism which may 
transgress the strict rules of naval etiquette, but 
which is prompted by a smcere concern for the in- 
tegrity of the Naval service. 








SECRETARY TRACY’s action in separating the ad- 
ministration of the Navy-yards from politics has 
been followed by much favorable newspaper com- 
ment, and hundreds of congratulatory letters have 
been received from prominent citizens in all sec- 
tions of the country. Excepting a few complaints 
from the political bosses in the Navy-yard districts, 
the letters pouring into the Department daily en 
thusiastically endorse the reform, and the Secre 
tary is urged to continue bis good work until the 
whole Naval establishment is put on a reliable busi- 
ness basis. Little urging will be necessary. Mr. 
Tracy is in earnest in this matter. The system of 
examination and registration to be commenced at 
the New York and Norfolk yards will be extended 
to all the other yards during the present summer. 
The two yards named were seleeted because of their 
importance. The Mare Island yard, which from 
all accounts is badly in need of reform, will be next 
brought into line. The Portsmouth, N. H., yard is 
the only other one that is doing any work of import- 
ance at the present time, but the Boston and 
League Island yards will be reopened for work in a 
short time. 








Masor Auyrep A. WoopHULL, Medical Depart-

American history to be confined to ephemeral pub- 
lication. It covers the formative period of our new 
nationality, and gives a graphic description of the 
debates in Congress that shaped its destinies, and 
of the ceremonies and social life of that important 
period. It is full of the crade notions concerning 
a military establishment, born of the early preja- 
dices against the Redcoats and Hessians. Maclay 
records his conviction that the appointment of a 
Secretary of War was an error, involving the en- 
listment of troops to give himemployment. Hos- 
tulity to the standing army, and belief in the “‘ well 
regulated militia,” which this country has not thus 
far seen, are the articles of Senator Maclay’s mili- 
tary faith. A similar spirit prevades his comments 
on the Navy, and he tells us how he “ vcciferated ” 
against the declaration of war upon the Algerines, 
believing it better to pay $35,000 for captives, and 
abandon the trade to the Meditterranean, rather 
than half a million fora Navy torelease them. In 
view of such an expenditure, and the prospect of an 
army to keep the Indians in order, he exclaims, 
‘* farewell to freedom in America.” When it was 
proposed to pay Baron Steuben his dues, the 
doughty Maclay ‘‘ voted unanimously against al- 
lowing him one farthing. All this is entertaining, 
if itdoes not increase our respect for the wisdom 
of the author of this diary which abounds in en- 
tries equally interesting from the historical point 
of view. The period covered by the diary is that 
of the three sessions of the first Congress. 





THE latest compilation of desertion statistics by 
the Adjutant General’s Office presents the gratify- 
ing fact that this abuse is still on the decrease. For 
the year ending March 31, 1891, the desertions 
were 7 per cent. of the actual enlisted strength; 
less than for many years. The number in March, 
1889, was 285; March, 1890, 162, and March, 1891, 
94; the total strength in the first two years being 
125,761 and 25,766, and in the last 24,700. 








LIEUTENANT-COL NEL GREENLEAF'S excellent paper 
on physical training in the Army, read before the 
Medical Society in Boston, several weeks ago, is be- 
ing printed by the Adjutant General, and will 
shortly be distributed to the Army.

EXAMINATION FOR PROMOTION. 


Conocernine the matter of examination for pro- 
motion an officer says: 

The examination calls for preparation such as an 
officer may give himself at his post. To put the 
average company officer to the teet of throwing out 
advance guards and flankers, pickets and outposts 
ete., orof leading a regiment of infantry or cavalry 
through the different stages of an attack, or of bit- 
ting and bridling and throwing a horse, would be 
to require of him something that he had never seen 
done. A proper elevation of the standard of examin- 
ation depends upon a prior improvement upon the 
present method, if | may so call anything so unme- 
thodival, of post instruction. .Nothing will bring this 
about until there is something in the way of profes- 
sional regeneration among post commanders or the 
officers above them. I do not look for it until the 
average post commander is considerably younger 
than at present, too young to have seen anything of 
the war. In order that a post commander may take 
an interest in instructing his command, he must 
take an interest in the subject-matter of instruc, 
tion, in the art and science of war. For some reason 
or other the average officer of sufficient rank to 
command a post nowadays, especially if he has seen 
much of war, has dropped military thinking and 
studying as a serious pursuit. He may dip into it 
occasionally, as he would into chemistry or engi- 
neering, or Latin or Greek, but he cannot be brought 
up of the point of making the teaching of it his busi- 
ness. For one thought that he gives to the train- 
ing of a troop er company, or battalion, he will give 
twenty to the appearance of his walks and drives, 
his lawns and flagstaff, and such things. These men, 
who fail not only to give to young officers the instruo- 
tion and the encouragement which they crave, and 
which the regulations prescribe for them, are the 
ones who predominate in the composition of boards 
of examination. No wonder that the War Depart- 
ment is disposed to be easy on those who fail. The 
whole system of post instruction and examination 
tor promotion is devoid of vitality and bound te 
lapse like many other of our institutions by regula- 
tion into innocuous desuetude.. Nothing in the 
world will give vitality to anything except vitality 
not even Army regulations, and without vitality’ 
military institutions such as I am considering, are 
a farce. Vitality is all that they need, but, alas, 
there are no signs of anything but more rules and 
orders and regulations forthcoming. What could 
read better, what could promise more to the ambi- 
tious young officer, intereated in the study and prac- 
tice of bis chosen profession, than the regulations 
from 217 to 228, relating to post instructionus. What 
au idea a foreigner, who did not know what a dead 
letter they were, might form from them in regard 
to the hfe of an American officer and enlisted man. 
How very different it wouli be from the real one. 
Who would suppose from them that American cave 
alry may be inspected by an iofantry officer, that 
an officer may be in command of one of our poste 
for years and never hear his voice giving a military 
command, and not only escape censure for that, but 
be commended by the inspector for the fine appear 
ance of bis post.

* “There is “now crowded into the States of Als- 
bamwa and Georgia near 2,000,000 of negroes, furnish- 
ing 400,000 fighting men, all ready, willing and anx- 
ious to be drafted, and making mucb better soltiers 
than most of the men who require $600 and $700 to 
induce them to volunteer. wenty thousand, fif- 
teen thousand, or even ten thousand men, march 
rapidly into these States, without hananoe, without 
artillery, subsisting on the country, carrying arms 
and ammunition for the negroes, and officers 
enough for 100,000 men, could go witbout serious 
opposition, directly from Vicksburg to Charleston. 
Tbe Soutbern heart could thus be beautifully fired 
andinavery short time consumed. I think you 
will find that this smalJl force can now well 
red, and [ am confident it could march from the 

ississippi to the Atlantic without serious oppo- 
sition. 

“A general rebellion among these crowded ne- 
groes would peer produce great demoral'zation 
througbout the rebel army. The corn crop is very 
abundant, and if we can get notbiug else we can 
certainly live on the corn: we certainly should be 
able to do whatever the rebels can. The negroes 
would know every patb, and as they make most of 
their visits in the night, we should be able to march 
just as well in the night as in the day. I beg that 
you will telegraph me to this place autbority to 
take charge of an expedition of this kind. 

A correspondent thinks he finds in this the antici- 
pation of Sherman's march to the sea, but it is clear 
now that a project based, as this was, upon the the 
ory that the negroes were to be depended upon as 
auxiliaries, would have been as complete a failure as 
Jobn Brown's raid. The mere idea of & march 
across country was not novel. Sherman’s success 
was due to his striking at the right moment and or 
ganizing his expedition upon right principles. Even 
then due credit should be given to Schofield’s work 
at Franklin and Thomas's at Nashville. Had 
pot Houd's northern march been checked, the Con- 
federates might have turned the tables upon us. At 
the same time we are indebted to our correspond- 
ent for calling attention to an interesting incident

DECISION BY SECOND COMPTROLLER. 


In the matter of disallowances against officers of 
the Corps of Engineers of payments as mileage for 
travel performed under orders, without troops, on 
duty connected with works under their charge over 
land grant roads, Second Comptroller Gilkerson has 
medified his previous decision to read as follows: 
“I am of opinion that the constructions or inter 
tations given to the Mileage Act and tbe various 
Laud Grant and Pacific Railroad Acts by my prede- 
cessors in the office of Second Comptroller—tbat is 
to say, thoze given prior to ~y 27, 188S—are final 
and must govern in all cases of disallowances made 
Frior to said date of psyment as mileage for travel 
perform ed under orders without troops.” 





HONORS PAID TO RETIRED OFFICERS. 


THE question as to whetber General Officers on the 
retired list, when visiting military posts, are entitled 
to the salute with cannon, provided for in A. R. 448, 
is well summed up in a recent letter from the A. G. 
O. te the Superintendent of the Military Academy. 
The gist of the conclusion is as follows: “** * ¢# 
There is believed to be no distinction in principle 
between the honors due to « fficers on the active list 
and to thore on the retired list. Itis the official or 
quasi. official character of the visit to a military 
post that entitles a general officer to the salute pro- 
vided for his rank. 

“It bas always been customary for post com- 
manders, and this custom is believed to be well- 
founded, to exercise a liberal discretion in order’ng 
my A honors to be paid to distinguished person- 
ages who may visit their posts, and it is better to 
err by offering the customary courtesy in doubtful 
cases ratber than fail to pay respect which may be 
thought due to a distinguished visitor. As a rule, 
the personage will, of course, decline an honor to 
which he is not confident he is fully entitled.”

COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


Two sergeants and three corporals of Co. E, 24th 
Inf., were sentenced to reduction and forfeiture; 
and 29 privates [to forfeiture for joining a written 
complaint to the A.A. G@. D. of Ariz ma, making 
false charges against their company commander, 
Capt. A. C. wo The reviewing officer, Brig, 
Gen. A. McD., McCook confirmed the proceeding 
and sentences, but added the following comment: 

The testimony introduced in the trial of these men 
reflects upon the manner in which the command of 
Company E, 2th Infantry. was exervised by its 
captain. it isshown in evidence that he was in the 
babit of addressing his company while on drill, or 
other formations, in language that no gentleman, 
and especiaily an officer of the Army, should ever 
use. No occasion or circumstance could possibly 
arise justifying the employment of such vile epithets 
a3 were repeatedly used to the company. lt appears 
of record, that in violation of existing ordera, th 
company commander tacitly assented to gembling 
being carried on daily in ‘the company barracks, 
from early in the morning until late at night, for 
about two months, until a member of the.company 
comp!ained to the company commander that he had 
been swindled, when gambling was prohibited. This 
gambling, which was so freely indulged in, reenlted 
in disatisfaction among the men, and ruining tho 
discipline and efficiency of the company. The re- 
viewing authority cannot express in too strong 
terme his abborrence of the pernicious gambling 
babit and resulting evils. Orders have been given 
for the release of the prisoners. 

Hospital Steward Martin J. Ernst, tried for drunkenness 
on duty and disobedience of orders at Fort Sam Houston, 
was found guilty of the drunkenness but not guilty of the 
disobedience and sentenced to forfeit $60. The reviewiog 
authority, Gen. D. 8. Stanley, says: “The finding of not 
guilty to the disobedience is not approved. The evidence 
sbows this to be a clear case of disobedience of orders. The 
facts proved show that the accused was perfectiy compe- 
tent to understand the order, and it was clearly shown to 
have been delivered in a way rendering in incapable of 
being usheard or misunderstood. The sentence, though 
unusual and disproportionate for drunkenness, is approved 
and will be executed,in order that it may serve as a sub- 
stantial reason for marked reformation of conduct on the 
part of Hospital Steward Ernst.”

As these numbers were, pro- 
bably, more generally discussed by the respective 
corps thao those given in any other bill, { have 

them, as well as the numbers in each grade 
of the line corps, as representing the uvpinion of the 
er number of officers in all corps. 

The pay table is as follows:

pay, tor periods longer than the above, should be 40 
per cent. 


Officers on shore duty, not provided with quarters, 
should receive commutation for quarters. 

This 1s all there would be tothe pay table. Now 
for the number of officers in the above mentioned 
eorpe. The “Phythian” bill gives the totals for the 
line as 785, for the medical corps 177, pay corps 118, 
and engineer corps 285. ‘I'he number in each grade 
of the line, the percentage in each grade, and the 
average number of years of service in each are 
based on a total service of 40 years, are shown in the 
téllowing table :

The “Phythian” bill gives commodore as the 
highest grade in the staff. Assigning one commo- 
Gore to the smallest staff corps—the pay corps, the 
ether two, medical and engineer corps, should have 
two and three respectively—the nearest whole pum- 
ber in proportion to their size. This number of 
commodores would give a percentage of the totalin 
the medical corps of 1.14, and 0.35 and 1 05 per cent. 
for the pay and engineer corps respectively. As the 
three staff corps cannot reach the two grades of ad- 
mirals, and have only a limited sumber in the grade 
of commodore, it would be only fair to udd the per- 
centage of admirals and commodores in the line to 
that of captains and commanders, respectively, 
making, of course, the proper reduction in the new 
peceantage of captain for the number of commo- 

ores assigned the staff. For example, the percent- 
age of captain in the ice is 5.73, and of admirals 1.66; 

percentage of captains in the pay corps should 
then be 5.73 plus 1.66 minus 0.85, or 654; for com- 
mander in ali staff corps it wouid be 1.53 plus 11.46 
or 12.99. Carrying out this method, we get the loi- 
lowing table: 
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but, as they carry in themselves no large rates of 
pay, the difference in each being only $100, 
the grades become chiefly honorary. if the number 
of line officers in each grade, as proposed, 1s accept- 
ed, and tbe principle of this scheme adbere:l to, 
Table 1. will show the average length of service in 
each grade. By carrying out this principle of as- 
signing numbers to the various corps, officers wh ove 
duties must make them associates will be, on the 
average, of about the same age. ln the case of staff 
officers of the grade of commander, when at sea, 
there may be some difference, but the discrepancy 
will not be as great as at present, for with equal 
percentages in a corps, grade for grade, the average 
rate of promotion must the same. 

{hope that your correspondents will give what- 
ever objections there may be tothe scheme. If 
there is any fault to be found with its principle, let 
it be shown. 

That some scheme like the one outlined above is 
the only way of preventing, in the future, com -

AN ILL-CONSIDERED MILITARY LAW. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tue fundamental fact to be kept in mind in dis- 
cussing our Army affairs is that weare an unmili- 
tary people. Brave, as becomes our race, capable 
of waging war, as our history proves, we yet havea 
politico-military method of Army administration 
(perhaps of necessity, under our form of goverao- 
ment), 80 that the only thing that is certain as tu a 
military question is that it will not be settled on its 
merits as such. ° 

This general fact becomes of special importance 
in view of recent Army legislation, and most especi- 
ally in view of the law which makes every officer of 
the line liable at any moment to be sent to or from 
= station oceupied by his arm of the Service. 

itherto, except for cogent reasons, company 
officers, for instance, have had an undisturbed ten- 
ureand could expect to share the good or ill fer- 
tune of their company and regiment, and each took 
the vacancy to which he was promoted by the for- 
tune of war. Under the new law 59 vaptains of ar- 
tillery, or 119 captains of er or 249 captaias of 
infaotry, play asort of ‘cut-throat euchre”’ game 
with the about to be promoted first lieutenant. 

ls the vacancy in a desirable location? “infloo- 
ence” will be invoked, in all of ite many forms, to 
secure @ transfer toit. Is the location undesirable? 
The same hydra-headed potensy will crowd the 


captuin who cannot use it, or is too high-minded te 


. into the vacancy. The same will be true as to 
all other grades. 

This is no necessary part of lineal promotion, 
which has, at last, been re-enacted, having been for 
years denied when the law required it, and it is cer- 
tain to bring upon senators aud representatives the 
pressure which they te escape in the 
ment of the civil service laws. 

It is probable that many senators and representa- 








tives in the Congress think of Army and Navy offi- 
cers, not as pablic servants who do somatbing, but 
as holders of sinecures who importunately want 
something. To what extent, if at wl', this feeling is 
well based, and who is most fn fault for its exist- 
ence, are interesting questions, but tne considera- 
tion of them would lead too far atield. 

If such a feeling bas grown up under the old svs- 
tem what can be expected when “ lnfiuence,”’— 
with due deference written with a capitel—ean 
make all of the difference to an officer between ser- 
vice in New York and io Alasks, aud this not as an 
exceptional and occasional thing, but as a regular 
part of Army administration every time a promo- 
tion is made, and eyen when nove is to be made, for 
the law permits traosfers at any time. 

In writing the eloquent obituary of Gen. George 
H. Thomas, Gen. Sherman mentioned to his praise, 
that be took frontier service without complaiat 
when it was practical banishment. 

Can officers be expected to continue to exercise 
such Spartan virtue when, as @ matt.r of current 
Army administration, only those wily serve in un- 
pleasant stations who cannot, or will not, invoke 
non-military influence? There are, doubtless, very 
sufficient reasons for the enactment of the law 
which would be applicable if we were a strictly 
military people, but the sort of wisdom that would 
be wise, were the circumstances wholly otberwise, 
is pot that which is highly esteemed by practical 


men. 

lf this were merely a question what individuals 
should, or should not, enjoy “soft places,” it would 
not be oe of attention, except by the individu- 
als conceroed. But it is sometning otber than that. 
The fact is that “taking things as they come,” un- 
der a good and a justly administered system, “en- 
duriog hardness as « soldiers,” is of the very ea- 
sence of military efficiency, and the Geo. H. Thomas 
spirit is the salt that preservesan Army from the 
decay of self-indulgent luxury. This principle, by 
the wav, seems to have been lost sight of in some of 
the efforts on behalf of the enlisted men of the 
~~ + lf a man has vot in him a spark of the 
knightly, a particle of the determination to “change 
not,” though he “sweareth to his burt,” a willing- 
pess, in short, to “endure hardness,” he will not 
make a soldier even if bis captain prefaces every 
command with an “if you please,”’ feeds him with a 
spoon und tucks him up in bed every night, and the 
sooner he is out of the Service the better. But this 
is a digression. 

The effects of the frequent, or rather constant 
exercise of non mary! influence in Army ad- 
ministration can but be injuriousin every direction. 
Favoritism, even when it is a charavteristic of a re- 
sponsible head of a command, is bad enough, but 
irresponsible favoritism, such as that induced by 
the power of political magnates, society rulers, 
male and female, great corporations and such like, 
weimply deadly. Yet it is an open secret that auch 
forces have for years dictated many special pro- 
motions, and even details and assignments, that 
should be governed by roster or by consideration of 
special fitness or honorable service. The heart- 
burnings, the disintegration of that essential of mili- 
tary efficiency, vomradesbip, “\the wrongs which 
patient merit’ has “taken” from these sources— 
all of these the new law proposes to inteusify an 
multiply by making tbat to be the rule which has 
hitherto been the exception. 

Under our politico-military Army administration 
every officer, for his own proper self respect, and 
that bis uniform may be the badge of national ser- 
vice and not the tivery of personal servitude, 
ought to bave his status as exactly defiaed by law 
as the nature of his duties permits. A law that per- 
mite a faithful and meritorious officer to be the 
foot-ball of the preferences of anotner officer, pos- 
sibly a junior or a less worthy offiver, fataily trans- 
gresses this rule and tends to make tbe wily seif- 
secker the superior of the competent, the efficient 
and the high-minded. 

The Congress may well be invoked to undo that 
part of its recent work before its evil effucts mani- 
fest themselves in grievous injury to the Service,

Tae Indian Bulletin, Hartford, Conon., publishes 
in its April pumber a series of replies to letters ask- 
ing as to the practicability of the scheme for enlist- 
ing Indians. Gen. Schofield refers to this recom- 
mendation in bis annua! report forsuvh eviistments, 
Gen. Miles thinks the scheme thoroughly practic- 
able and * that, from every possible standpoint, be- 
lievea the enlistment of a considerable number of 
Indians would be beneficial, but such enlistments 
would be only one feature of the many improve- 
ments thatsbould be made in the management of 
Indian affairs."”” Gen. Howard declines to pronounce 
a decided opinion in advance of experiments. Col. 
Guy V. Henry doubts whether [odians will eniist 
for five years and he does not believe the Sioux can 
be trusted 10 a fight azainst their own people. He 
could not get his Sioux svouts to go ioto piaces of 
danger and during the Mission fight many went to 
the rear. The leaders ia the recent troubles were 
boys educated in the East. He says: 

The Army discipline, if properly enforced, would “ kill 
the Indian “ io them, but to accomplish this, an officer of a 
peculiar temperament sbould have them—one ijateres’ed in 
the “ civilizing part.”

WHAT CAN BE DONE FOR THE INFANTRY ? 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


For the last twenty years the infantry has sought 

ersistently for the same organization as that en- 

oyed by the cavalry and the artillery. Owing to 
some strange fortuity, all the efforts it has been 
able to make have been antagonized from time to 
time, 1n one way or another, and the tactical and 
personal advantages sought for have been denied 
it, In most things the United States takes high 
rank among the civilized nations of theearth. In 
this particular, however, she prefers, apparently, to 
keep company with China and Persia. In the mean- 
time the greater portion of the State forces in the 
country have adopted the three battalion organiza- 
tion, thus presenting a feature that might possibly 
work disastrourly in certain contingencies. 

Op several occasions the measures before Congress 
giving three battalions to the infantry seemed to 
possess fair prospects for success. The generai sen- 
timent, both in Congress and out of it, seemed fav- 
orable, but somehow the meusures always failed in 
the end. The ge mee for the three battalion 
scheme, it is now believed, are scarcely so good for 
the future as they were at the various periods in the 
past when they failed. In view of this fact it might 

ossibly be wellto see what can be done under ex- 
sting law. Possibly it might be found, upon care- 
ful examination, that present enactments are flex- 
ible enough to permit the beginning of the three 
battalion organization for the infantry. Two com- 
panies of each regiment bave recently been un- 
manned, and the remaining eight constitute, in 
fact, two battalions of four companies each. This 
virtually accomplishes two-thirds of the battle, tac- 
tically, and the official recognition of the three bat- 
talion system thus accomplished, would doubtless 
prepare the way for accomplishing the other third 
at an early day. 

Under recent enactments the War Department 
bas the right of assignment without reserve. It 
could therefore assign the majors of infantry now 
authorized, to the command of the first battalions 
of their respective regiments, and send the twenty- 
fivesenior captains of infantry to command tne 
second battalions. We could then be at least par- 
tially in barmony with the State organizations, and 
would be in far better shape to ask for Congression- 
al intervention in the future. * 








THE FIRST ATLANTIC STEAMSHIP. 
To the Editor of the Galignani Messenger : 


Sig: A paragraph in your paper this morning in- 
Nips the tollowing statement of my personal know- 
edge: 

The London Times of June 21, 1819, says that the 
Cnited States merchant steamship Savannah is the 
first ship of this construction that has undertaken a 
voyage across the Atlantic. The London Times of 
June 30, 1819, reports ‘“‘the Savannah, steam vessel, 
recently arrived at Liverpool from America—the 
first vessel of the kind that ever crossed the Atlantic 
—was chased a whole day off the coast of ireland 
by the Kite revenue cruiser on the Cork station, 
which mistook the American steamship for a vessel 
on fire! The revenue cutter failed to overbaul her,” 
avd where were his Majesty’s customs? 

During tbe passage she worked the engine eighteen 
days. Marwade’s Commercial Report of June, 1819, 
says: “‘Among the arrivals at this port (Liverpool) 
we were particularly gratified and astonished by 
the novel sight of a fine steamship which came 
around at 7.30 Pp. M. without the assistance of asingle 
sheet in a style which displayed the power and ad- 
vantage of the application of steam to vessels of 
the largest size, being 350 tons burden! She is called 
the Savannah, Capt. Rogers, and sailed from sSa- 
vannab, Georgia, United States, May 26, and arrived 
in the Channel five days since. Her model is beau- 
tiful, and the accommodation for the passengers 
elegant and complete.’”’ [This writer ought to have 
lived to enjoy the supreme luxury of our 1891 ocean 
steamers across the Atlantic.) 

1 made a voyage in 1851 on board the Collins line 
steamer Atlantic, and was saturated with the his- 
tory of che first crossing of the Atlantic by the in- 
cessant talk of the nephew of the commander of the 
Savannah, Rogers, who was afterwards drowned in 
the wreck of the Arctic, under the command of the 
amiable but unlucky Luce (not our dear, popular, 
successful, intelligent, gallant Stephen B. Luce, 
Rear Admiral U.S. Navy).

There has been of late years an enormous increase 
in the number in the proportion of guns to infantry 
in the French and German armies, and there follows 
upon this a great addition to the amount of ammu- 
nition which would be carried in the field. The 
Germans have added 33 per cent. and the French 50 
per cent. to the equipmentin ammunition which 
was in use atthe time of the Franco-German war. 
The Russians have now 12 wagons to the battery, 
exclusive of forage, store wagons, etc. A battery of 
Russian heavy field artillery carries 1545 ewt. of 
ammunition, and the horsertillery 108.7 cwt.; the 
French horse artillery 115 cwt., and the Ger- 
man 119 cwt. per battery. The British batteries, 
both of horse and field artillery, carry only 72 cwt. 
each of ammupition.

The Army and Navy Gazette shows the folly of 
the hue-and-cry raised against the Lee-Speed mag- 
azine gun at the suggestion of interested individu-

— a firm conviction that it is not in any way to 

he interests of the nation that the army should be 
placed at the mercy of a body of interested invent- 
ors and political wirepullers when the best tbat it 
was possible to do has been done to promote mili- 
tary efficiency and place the soldier in possession of 
a rifie equal in range and shooting capacity to the 
arms of Continental powers.”’ 


The theory that the small bore “covered” bullets 
will lessen the amount of mutilation and crippling 
by making cleaner and smoother wounds does not 
appear to be sustained by facts. The Bulletin Med 
ical reports a different result from the first use of 
the Manonlicher 8 mm. rifle in suppressing the riots 
at Beila, April 23. 1890. 141 shots were fired and 
18 persons hit with steel covered bullets, four being 
killed and 14 wounded, of whom only five recov- 
ered, the two of those dying of their wounds who 
survived longest not being operated upon; seven 
died within ten bours, and two others in the course 
of afew days. One of the killed and five of the 
wounded (three of whom subsequently died) were 
struck by ricochets. Most of the hits took effect in 
the trunk; in all cases where the bowels were per- 
forated death took place. 


Tre Orecchoni electric dirigeable torpedo is de- 
scribed by the Lumiere Electrique in glowing terme, 
as becomes an electric organ. it combines the best 
qualities of the Lay with the speed and slender 
form of the Whitehead. It has an electro-motor 
and a double cable connected with dynamos in a 
torpedo boat and guiding it “like a race horse with 
bit and reins.”’ A forward chamber contains the ex- 
plosive, a rear one the mechanism for driving the 
screw, and between them is a third chamber hay- 
ing the electric apparatus and a bydraulic appara- 
tusfor regulating the immersion. A _ revolving 
apparatus in the head of the torpedo signals the 
moment of contact, so that the chargecan be ex- 
ploded by a current from the torpedo boat. 


In the line of what was said in our Ordnance 
Notes of April 4,the N. Y. Herald says: * Inthe 
light of the higbly satisfactory results recently ob- 
tained with a new brand of smokeless powder of 
American make, ordnance officials are now con- 
vinced that it is only a question of a few months 
before the Army and Navy will be able toadopt a 
new standard powder equal in efficiency to the 
very best produced and used by any foreign power. 
Ip truth America is abead to-day in the matter of 
smokeless powder for small arms, and the success 
attained can be regarded as quite an achievement 
fur America. Tbe best results obtained by the Navy 
bave been from a brand manufactured under the 
supervision of Commander Jewell at Newport. It 
is coneidered quite as good as any of the forei 
brands and better tban any of those submitted by 
private parties for trial, but the naval authorities 
hope to reach a still higher degree of perfection be- 
fore adopting a standard brand. The Army ord- 





nance officials have not made much progress with 





their powder, but in their efforts to obtaina suit. 
able brand for the proposed new .80-calibre rifie 
they have made a great many experiments with 
samplessubmitted by private inventors. Tbe most 
satisfactory powder was submitted by Mr. Warren 
B. Houghton, of North Adams, Mass., and shows 
the best results yet obtained with any smokeless 
powder. With the moderate charge of 32 grains 
ard a 230 gr. bullet in a .30-cal. rifle, a muzzie veloc. 
ity of 1,957 feet per second, with a pressure of only 
50,000 pounds to the square inch, was attained, 
With the charge increased to 34 grains a velocity-of 
2,000 feet per second with a pressure of 56,000 pounds 
were recorded. These are by far the highest veloc. 
ities and lowest pressures yet attained with any of 
the new smokeless powders. This new American 
powder is free from smoke. It is odorless and gives 
& progressive rate of burning. It is uniferm in ac. 
tion, does not foul the piece and is supposed to have 
good keeping qualities, though this isa point that 
it will take time to determine.”

FOREIGN OPINION OF OUR NEW NAVY. 


THE Army and Navy Gazette thinks the Philadel- 
phia letter to the London Times “ took the gilt off 
this gingerbread " in the matter of our new ships. lt 
says: “ilo the matter of the American battleships. 
it was apparent, as soon as the particulars of their 
design arrived here, tbat they were very formidabie 
vessels. It was also evident that, to allow tbeir 
carrying the named armor and armament on the 
given displacement, some other features had been 
sacrificed. in the first place, their normal coal 
capacity at the designed draught is only 400 tons on 
a displacement of 10,298 tons. The Anson and 
Camperdown have a coal capacity of 900 tons, exclu- 
sive of any ‘board margin,’ such as is now always 
provided in ships of later design, on a displacement 
of 11,000 tons. It is truethat the American ships cao 
stow 1,800 tons in all; but with this weight of coal on 
board, the displacement is no longer 10,298 tons, but 
11,698 tons; the designed draught is largely in- 
creased, the speed materially diminished, and the 
amount of armored pretection reduced by immer- 
sion. In the second place, the increase of armament, 
which is apparently obtained at the cost of the coal 
supply, is not necessarily an unmixed advantage. 
The enormously powerful and varied armament is 
so disposed that, according to Mr. White, the very 
serious danger would be incurred of the fire of some 
of the heavy guns interfering with thatof others. 
‘English designers,’ said Mr. White, ‘ laid most stress 
upon risk of interference; it was especisily ar- 
ranged that one part of the armament should not 
be able to obstruct the use of the other.’ American 
designers think themselves justified in neglecting 
= condition, but it is far from elear that they are

THE WAR DEPARTMENT AND THE GUARD. 


Tue War Department's prompt and liberal com- 
pliance with the request of the State of Georgia for 
the detail of officers of the Army to inspect its 
pilitia encampment is evidence that nothing will be 
left undone by the authorities to encourage and 
promote the efficiency of the National Guard. Three 
officers bave been detailed for duty witb the militie 
of that State, which holds its encampment April 27. 
Lieut. J. B. Erwin, 4th Cav., has orders to inspect, 
Lieut. C. P. Terrett, 8th [nf., to instruct, and Lieut. 
Cc. B,. Satterlee, 34 Art., to special duty with the 
Governor of the State in connection with the or- 
ganization of additional militia companies, and 
Capt. E. Fleld,4th Art., at Camp Chickamauga June 
15, and continuing for six weeks. 

The Department is much gratified with the pro- 
gress being made by the Southern States in the or- 
ganization of militia troops, and 1s disposed to grant 
every reasonable request for the assistance of offi 
cers Of the Regular Army either in the capacity of 
instructors or inspectors. Special care will be taken 
this year in the selection of officers for militia de- 
tails, it being the purpose of the Secretary to make 
his selections entirely according to the qualifications 
of the officer as represented by the efficiency re- 
ports on file in the Adjutant General’s Office. Ap- 
plications from the various States are now begin- 
ning tocomein. In most cases requests are made 
for some particular officer, but it is not the inten- 
tion of tbe Secretary to authorize the detail of the 
officer named unless he is shown by the efficiency 
reports to be capable. No requests have yet been 
received for the co-operation of troops of the Regu- 
lar Army with the National Guard for this sum- 
mer’s encampment.

THE BRITISH VOLUNTEERS. 


THE annual Faster mancuvres of the British Vol- 
unteers bave given the London Times occasion for 
some kindly but incisive criticisms upon the per- 
formance of Eogland’s Citizen Force. It agrees 
that this force continues to improve, but this im- 
provement is chiefly confined to points of rudimen- 
tary discipline. But this does not make up for bad 
shooting and inexperience in the attack. By far 
the greater portion of the volunteers are ‘“‘so defi- 
cient in training, or, what comes to much the same 
thing, so feebly handled by their officers, as to be 
practically useless—that is to say, unfit to meeta 
force of invaders in the fleld.’’ This is due to the 
incompetence of the officers, and the force is 1,100 
officers short of its proper compliment. Commis- 
sions, except in crack corps, g0 a-begging, and men 
who have none of the requisites of a good officer, 
and who command no respect among the rank an 
file, are allowed to obtain commissions. It is su 
gested that a course of instruction, or service with 
a regular regiment, should be required as a prelimi- 
nary toa commission. Camps of manceuvres should 
be wultiplied, incompetent officers gotten ria of, 
and the force reduced one-baif if necessary. 

Capt. R. W. Barnett, R. V., takes issue with the 
Times and its correspondent who furnished the ma- 
terial for its criticism. Capt. B. calls attention to 
the fact that to some extent slackness must always 
be an incident of mimic warfare. Imaginary bul- 
lets and bombshells will never drive wen to cover 
as sirartiy as real ones. But this is true of regulars 
as well as of volunteers. Herefers to an experience 
at Aldershot, where a crack battalion of the line in 
close order held three sides of a little wood, their 
scarlet coats showing to great advantage through 
the thin covert. This regiment was exposed to a 
deadly fusilade from a whole brigade in extended 
order yards away, and it was further decimated 
by two Nordenfeldts—not to mention a field battery 
posted on a hill 800 yardg off. Nevertheless, it held 
the wood stubboroly for three-quarters of an hour, 
and when at length it retired it did so in fours un- 
der the murderous fire aforesaia. It was not, savs 
Capt. B., “any incompetence on the part of its offi- 
cers that caused the gailant battalion to which I 
have referred to mancuvre in close order at Alder- 
shot under a heavy fire. It was rather insouciance, 
the feeling that the whole business was somewhat 
of a bore, part of the day’s work which might well 
have been dispensed with. Sham fights, indeed, 
have more reality for volunteers, who do their sol- 
diering con amore, than for regulars, who regard 
them as part of the weary routine of a profession.” 
The correspondent of the Times is described as a 
regular officer, who is one of the greatest living au- 
thorities on tactics in Eogiand and one of the best 
friends of the volunteers he criticises.

THE regiment assembled for battalion drill, Tuesday, April 
14. Orders read: Assembiy at 8.20, and at 8.20 the - 
bly was sounded, Ist sergeant’s call at 8.30 and adj 
call followed at 8.45. From the time of augsembdi 
jutant’s call the men straggling in, which should not 
be tolerated. The equulization was 8 commands of 12 Giles 
with blanks in several oa. The Ray in seading 
details from one compun another should be looked after 
by the adjutant. Tne color company was inspected by the 
lst sergeant, who also brought it toa “ present arms” on 
receiving the colors with an officer present. The 
colors were received by the color bearer simply stepping ta 
bis place without any color guard. Attention ts to 
par. 367 of the tactics, 

The formation was well executed with the exception of 
lst company, which overiapped the 21 company a third of 
its front. After the formation the cojunel called the officers 
to the front and centre, but in such an instance it does not 
necessarily follow that they shall go through the ceremony 
called for in dress parade in reporting. The companies 
were dismissed and returned to the respective 
grounds, and line was reformed and the ceremony of re- 
view was rehearsed. 

The second formation was not as as the first. In ex- 
ecuting the present, several men heid their pieces improper- 
ly, notabiy in the 5th company. The passage in review was 
not well executed; the 6th,7th and 8th companies in pas- 
sing the marker placed by the adjutant, gained so much 
distance to the right that instead of ng opposite the 
right guide at the command march, for left wheel, the frst 
four of each company broke around bim. Dista 
tween companies were very baily kept. On the passage 
being repeated there was big improvewent. 

In passing in review commandants of companies sboutd be 
caretul to give the command march, for left wheel, when 
right of companies has arrived exactly opposite the marker, 
otherwise, after the change of direction the guide will not 


cover. 

Again the battalion was dismissed, and again the line was 
formed for battalion drill under Major Chauncey, with 
Captains Oates and Oothout acting as lientenant-colonel 
and major respectively. The formation showed no im- 

rovement over the others; in tact it was quite ragged. 
The following movements were then gone over and on the 
whole were not well executed. 

Centre forward, fours left and right, and forming of line 
to the left: the color company executed mgnht front into 
line and then wheeled to tbe left, when it should bave sim- 
ply gone on leftinto line. The movement was repea 
and it wasexecuted much better, except that the right 
companies spread out too much. 

Io advancing io line with the guide centre, officers should 
place themselves in the intervais farthest from the colors ; 
ployments and deployments were not as a rule weli exe- 
cuted. In ploying iato close column of companies, 
was not sufficient distance between thecompanies. In exe- 
cuting on 8th company deploy column, fours right, the 
companies moved off formed ime after being uncovered, 
and moved forward on the line without baiting. 
ploying on a rear company, the several companies when 
uncovered form line and balt ; also in conducting the com- 
pany forward, an olfficer’s position is in front and centre of 
bis company, and not as right guide, as was the case of the 


8tb company. 

Double column was fairly executed, but too much con- 
fusion in rear divisions. anual very ragged. In deploy- 
ing from same to the front, the markers and left guide of 
right company were not posted; the division was dressed on 
an imuagioary line. This movement on being repeated 
showed marked improvement. 

Forming line on tbe left from column of fours, captains 
do not give the command to dress until their company has 
allarrived. Alsoinalil successive formations, companies 
are balted two yards from the line, and not as io most 
cases two feet. 

Marching by the flank, distance between fours was very 
bad. Tn executing column of fours from line, the rear 
companies alter wheeling from line would shortea their 
step; the leuding company, on the contrary, would step off 
witha very soappy step, the result in every case 
marching the width of the armory; it wasa case with the 
rear companies of “get there” with a rush. 

When marching to the rear, officers, guides, file closers, 
etc., remain in their reiative positions; oneofficer was seen 
to break through the front of his company in bis frantic 
efforts to get through, 

Proper instructivo in the manual of arms, marchings, 
dressings, 10 fact the whole school of the soldier, as well as 
the company, appears to have been sadly neglected. It cer- 
tainly cannot be expected of the men to go tarough battal- 
ion movements when not properly acquainted with the first 
principles of scbool of the company, and in some cases the 
equad as well. This is a very essential matter, and should 
be taken care of. 

In executing the several movements there seemed to be 
an idea on the part of the company commanders that every 
thing depeuded on their “getting there,” which accounts 
tor everr thing being performed with a kind of wild rus. 

There were no geveral guides present, aod the two pri- 
vates acting as marker» bad not the siightest conception of 
their duties, 

The habit of about every officer and file closer repeating 
the preparatory commands should be stopped, as it oniy 
leads to contusion. The tactics distinctly lays down what 
preparatory com mands are to be repeated, 

The guides were exceptionally good, and showed excel- 
lent theoretical instruction. They executed their duties in 
a menace that was in strong contrast with the rest of the 
drill. 





For a regimental drill 8 of 12 is a very slim turn out.

Silicocks 
at 85. Adjutant’s call sounded at 8.14. There was no for- 
ma! ceremonies, The regiment was unequalized and in 
such a contracted space for eo large a body of men, the 
formation was difficult. If there were any persons present 
who doubted the necessity of a new armory for the regi- 
ment, with larger drill space, their miads must have under- 
one a transiormation.

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THE NOVA SCOTIA SHIP RAILWAY. 


ENGINEERS are watching with interest the a 
proachine completion of the Uhignecto Sbip 1. 
way, which is to carry ships of 2,000 tons across the 
Isthmus from Nova Scotia to New Brunswick, a 
distance of 17 miles, on agrade of onein 500, the 
difference in level between tormini being 47 ft. 

Describing the bydraulic lifts and machinery, 
which have already been sbipped from England, a 
correspondent of the United Service Gazette says: 
“The bydraulic liftis to raise the vessel out of the 
water. It works ina small dock the exact size of 
the lift, with masonry walls. There are on each 
side 20 bydraulic rams, of 25 in. diameter. On the 
top of the ram is a cross bead. from which hang two 
links joined at their lower end with immenge iron 
girders, forming a ‘eridiron,’ 235 ft. long and 60 ft. 
wide. When a sbip is to be lifted the gridiron is 
allowed to rest on the bottom of the dock and the 
veesel floated immediately over it. Then, by the 
raising of the rams, the gridiron is lifted, and being 
fitted with a cradle suited to the ship, it rests on 
them, being wedged up on either side pretty much 
in the same way as a craft ready for launching. 
With this mechanism a vessel of 240 ft. length and 
60 {t. width, drawing 16 ft.. and weighing in all 2,000 
tons, may be lifted 40 ft. in 20 minutes. A double 
line of rails is laid on the gridiron, and it is on this 
tbat the cradle is fitted. The cradies are made of 
steel girders resting on bogies running on the double 
line of rails, and under a ship of 2,000 tons there will 
run 192 solid wheels of 3 ft. diameter. formed in seo- 
tions 75 ft. long, and each having 64 wheels. The 
giant locomotives, two of which will draw a ship- 
carrying train, would be capable of steaming off 
with a mineral train three-quarters of a mile long, 
and carrying 4,000 tons.”

They are stationed in the worst climates. They 
bave hard, uninteresting and dangerous work. 
They make no show..and are generally stationed 
away from the chief towns. For allthis they bave 
the same pay as the artillery and infantry. On the 
other hand, when tbe Indians go on the warpath— 
the only time when there is any warlike service—it 
is the cavalry that bave the first chance of being or- 
dered out. The artillery, whether mounted or 
heavy, bave least work of all, and are stationed in 
the chief cities of the States. They have no cam- 
pairving at all. Consequently an artilleryman has 

he least chance of obtaining the notice of his cap- 
tain. On the whole, the best corps to choose is the 
infantry, who are not generally stationed far away 
from towns, and have occasional campaign service, 
so tbat a man has opportunities of bringing himself 
under the observation of his officers, without the 
bard and trying labor of a cavalryman.” 

The man who enlists for a commission is advised 
to keep silence among bis fellow soldiers as to his in- 
tentions and to be “especially respectful to non- 
commissioned officers and veterans of inferior edu- 
cation, remembering that they are at any rate bet- 
ter soldiers than bimeelf. First and last, he must 
not forget that bis first step is to get the corporal’s 
stripes, which are given by the captain.”’ 

A very gloomy pictureis drawn of the character 
of the enlisted men in our Army, and the writer 
says: “During bis enlistment the soldier is debarred 
from all respectable civilian associates; for the 
native American shows only contempt for his sol- 
diers. Herarely enlists, unless in misfortune, when 
he does not generally serve five years. Accordingly, 
the English recruit will find that the rank and file 
are mainly, like himself, foreigners, but mostly 
Germans or Irish.”
